One of these is that Tippit wan ..lone in ills partol car when he 
stopped the man said to liave been Oswald and was killed. »s the White liave/Lt, Hoscoe 
White walked away frofl hi 3 sniper's lair on the grassy xnoll unseen, picked ^swala up in 
a car, that as a civil employee qf ri the .police department he was not s s±i 2B± x 

entitled uo nave, then drove and picned inppit up. Supposedly they wer .* driving to ked 
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Bird airport to escape in a small plane. How they could have been going there and still 
been at the place where Tippit wa$ killed none of the assassination experts in Dallas 
appears to have asked himself. On the way Oswald supposedly got edgy about going through 
with the plot as presented by Wliite and jumped out of the car. s the car proceeded 
without him Roscoe decide. i tliat he had tv kill Tippit and did. and then, apparently, 
melted into the Oak °li£fs air, unseen by the many eyewtinesses . 

Red Bird reminds me: you mention Saul and McDonald's fabrication, appointment in 
Dallas iind say the name also is given as Sol. Only in a news account that misunderstood, 
in the White crap it was Saul and they placed him where McDonald did, in the Courts bldg. 

Red Bird airport appears, to the best of my knowledge, only in once soruce: a foot- 
note quoting Jone3 Harris in ropkin's The Second Oswald. 

It happens that in what Inside Edition did not air I went into both of these 
plagiarisms and the Whites' reply was that they hadn' read any assassination books, aside 
from the fact that that can't be believed, given the nature of their ripoff, it is a fact 
that what I cites# here and refer to in the novel, is uniquely fro iM those sources. What 
chance do you tliink there is they could have gotten a name like Saul any other way? 

I am aware of the quotes from taryry Howord and Bud about how much checking they 
did and how all of this stacked, but they could not have done any flecking and agreed 
with^pt anything the Whites put forward. Tliat Roscoe went to Japan otf the same ship as 
Oswald means nothing but they claim that the two "served" together. Roscoe's Marines 
record shows that he was assigned to a car pool. That, as you know, is not where Oswald 
worked.

Part of tliis scenario is that tkaWhites 
and Hppits were close friends, living across the street from each other. - picked up a 
trusty source, the Dallas phone book for tliat period, and wiiat o p - you tliat the 

geniuses around BudcLid not know? They did not live across the street from each other. 

The whf^wes lived on Morrocco. More, as I later learned when i got a xerox of most of 
the press kit the Dallas geniuses got together for him {1 understand at a cost of ^2,000) 
they- includes a copy of the Police Department personnel record when Roscoe went to 
work for it as a civilian, a photographer, and it shows he lived on “orrocco. 

That Randy produced his father's assassination weapon and t liat i t was a 7.b5 
whereas Udwald's was 6.5’ and he is to have been a deadly shot with^SST it caused no 
problems t& the Dallas wizards. Tliey said the smaller ammo could be adapted to the larger

Is it necessary to go past this? I think not. There is absolutely no question about 
it, the whites arephars and rotten people who seek to exploit the tragedy over the corpse 
of ti le dead father. 

I do comment on a few of the other things in your draft. 

The alleged cables are not authentic. We Iiave seen enough such things from official 
files to know tliat even in form they are phony. n.side from this, those wretches iiave con- 
cocted what would not be acceptable in a novel about intelligence .agencies. ^uch tilings 
are never formulated as they formulate them and are never, ever, put on paper. 

Didn't anyone ask what irt*' the world noscoe or liis friend coulu possibly Iiave done 
tliat aualified them for any kind of contract assignment for the Cl*, prior to the assassi- 
nation? They :€bntraufct sp for auto mechanics? ^hootographers? Upholsterers? ruid can you 



imagine tliat any 3 pookery in the world would use as an assassin^ anyone with an existing 
ex Election to it? 

$ob xCatz cannot have .mown the White story and compared it with Clifford jtrving, 
•'where someone knows anough about^BCJ^Ch actual case to t:irow an overlay of so-called 
facts." The whiteJknow nothing about the actual case at all and the Dallas experts did 
not add anything that can be so described. They dicin' t even know iiow Tipoit was billed. 

StockweJI liad no bassis at all for evaluating the Whites' story and if in two 
months he didn t perceive tliat they are liai^fs he is not as sharp as he was when he was 
with the Cln. and then wrote about it. 

You assume that with the Oswald backyard photo various cops just too copies as 
souvenirs. In fact that was an PBl investigation of that and it established that copies 
were just &eft lying around and tliat other than cops also got copies. Ut is apparent 
that ioscoe White stole quite a collection of pictuees of jJVr ions things, including 
evidence in the case.) 

You guess Koscoe was as good a candidt^e for a secret intelligence connection as 
Oswald was.

I'd appreciate f. r tliis, and on the chance I 
niglm; learn so. .e thing, copies all the clippings you list except than of the tabloid Star, 
which I was 3.;nt. 

Giiry told me tliat the Ja&i Street Journal liad a reporter working on it, with liis 
major interest in some publishing angle. I've not heard tliat the 3tory appeared. 

The reflection of Inside edition's audience I got from tliis brief appearance is 
impressive. :fot its caliber, its size, a large percentage of the senior citizens I see 
dally rreranay during my early-morning walking therapy surprised me, it was tliat large. 

Tliis is still another of the lessons we should get from the danger, the real evil, 
of xbllo conspiracy theories, no one of which that I've seen or heard is tenable, in- 
cluding one to which you are dedicated. It is simply frightful tliat the Dallas center 
that says it distributes information could be so uncritical, so anxious to grapp at the 
weakest of straws, and invested all critical credibility in it. tfliat they did ia a re- 
flection of the grossest incompetence, subject-matter ignorance and plain stupidity. J-t 
is truly disgraceful. <md it is outrageous that they were party, making us all at least 
by inference party, to still another disinformation on so important an event in our 
history. It also was arrograntx of them not to seek outside opinions they had reason to 
believe would not be inclined to go for such stuff. They know all there is to know is 
what they reflect. But I think there is no rational explanation for their not dropping 
the whole tiling when "hey heard his account of “he 'i’ippit killing, dll these concoctions 
collapse when they pretend to deal with facts. I know of no exception. They have generali- 
ties tliat they could get f rpn ^he ore^s and booics but when they get to fact they know 
nothing and can t even steai ^thajL, ~a3 the whites make clear.
